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7 Second Eddtorial 


Let’s Make the Best Use of 
Today’s Information 


IN THE INTERVENING weeks and months since the 
Production/Type Index has been published based upon the 
Summer 1979 USDA Sire Summary information there has 
been an opportunity to visit with many breeders regarding 
the new information format. 

One of the most frequent reactions has been that some 
“sire images” have not only been destroyed but put in more 
realistic prospective. What we refer to as “sire images”’ is 
the early “tag of evaluation” of a bull that gets passed 
around through conversation based upon the comments of 
someone who may have had a like or dislike of a few 
daughters. Pretty soon the “image” — either good or bad — 
becomes “conversational fact” without checking the facts 
depending upon the point of interest in the bull. 

A case in point is a telephone call shortly after the new 
Production and Type Index Listing was published. The 
caller just knew there had to be an error in the summary of 
one of the very high ranking sires well known to sire 
production. What he was apparently disappointed about 
was the fact the bull was also plus for PD Type, based upon 
a few daughters of the bull with which he was familiar. 

A significant point was missed by this caller in consider- 
ing today’s evaluation on sires. The point is that under 
today’s procedures, if 10 or more daughters of a sire end up 
on DHI test the sire’s transmitting evaluation for produc- 
tion will become known. The same is now true for type 
evaluation in many breeds — including Guernseys. If the 
sire has classified daughters, a PD type evaluation will also 
be automatic. 

Admittedly, in any one herd it is possible to handle the 
daughters of a particular sire differently than the rest of the 
herd if the owner is inclined to do so. However, this 
influence is less effective if the daughters are sampled in 
sufficient herds. Equally important to remember is that 
such practice will eventually come to light if the bull goes 
into heavy AI service — even though it may be after the 
fact. Under today’s procedures it is difficult to “bury” 
information on daughters of a sire if they are tested or 
classified. 

The important format of the Production Type Index 
Listings is that priority information is presented. First bulls 
are ranked on both production and type against a breed 
average herd so the influence of each bull across the breed 
is indicated not in just a few herds. The production 
rankings are based on PD Dollars which takes into 
consideration both the quantity of milk and its compo- 
nents. The evaluation on type presents rankings, not only 
on overall score, but also by each trait across the breed, and 
the relationship between production and type is always 
evident. 


Never before has as much information been available in. 


as useable form as present day sire evaluations provide. 
Frequently the remark is heard that — “You can’t breed 
cows with a computer.” Accepted — computers were 
developed to handle information in large volumes and at 
high speed. In the proper context, however, it should be 
remembered that computers now make it possible to 
accumulate and analyze the results of decisions and actions 
of people who have bred cows. Therefore sire evaluation 
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reports represent what is expected in the future based upon 
breeders’ decisions in the past — so thank the computer and 
the people who understand its mechanics — it made it 
possible to put facts in perspective to make decisions by 
people who do breed cows! Progress in the future is very 
dependent on the facts coming from the past. 


PD ’74 Remains 


DISCUSSION HAS TAKEN place for some time as to 
whether the base used in USDA Sire Summaries would be 
changed. Breeders who have taken the USDA Sire Sum- 
maries for production seriously are familiar with the PD ’74 
base — the base established for the December, 1974 Sire 
Summary — and the base within breeds from which all 
Predicted Differences calculated since then have been 
compared. 

In 1974 the PD of a bull indicated his superiority above 
breed average, or zero base, at that point in time. A PD 
calculated in 1979 still indicates a bull’s superiority above 
that same breed average base used in 1974. This is known as 
the fixed genetic base and a constant base from which to 
compare genetic gain. 

Serious discussion has been taking place whether to 
change the PD ’74 base to a new base representing today’s 
breed average. USDA has announced the PD ’74 base for 
the present will be maintained. 

This does not change the tremendous value of the 
concept of Predicted Difference for ranking sires, only an 
understanding of the values being used. In effect it means 
that if genetic progress is to be maintained and improved 
breeders must think in terms of higher PD values. A PD 
value of +500, or +800, or +1000 isn’t what it used to be — 
it’s not unlike understanding the effect of inflation. 

Fortunately the need for higher PD values is progress. It 
is now five years since the PD ’74 base was established, and 
represents the genetic average of cows that calved prior to 
that date. In the meantime genetic progress has been made 
represented by calves being born today and sires being used 
today. The estimate by researchers in the field is that the 
genetic breed average has increased about +400 pounds 
above the PD ’74 base, or zero base. 

Therefore the sire with a +1000 PD based on the 1974 
zero breed average in 1979 has only a net +600 above breed 
average in 1979 [(+1000) - (+400 gain) = +600]. Going 
farther down the scale a +800 PD is at 1979 breed average 
and the +500 PD bulls and below offer no help. 

There is also a timing factor to be considered in the 
above consideration. The two-year-olds that entered the 
milking strings in 1979 resulted from sire decisions in 1976 
and 1977 and the genetic makeup of these sires was drawn 
from a genetic base in the early *70s. The decisions for the 
genetic makeup of two-year-olds in 1981 and 1982 have 
been made or soon will be so where they stand in 
relationship to breed average in 1982 will be shaped today! 

It was well over a year ago that a resolution from the 
Annual Meeting urged that selling or freezing semen from 
bulls of less that +500 PD milk be discontinued. The 
resolution was on target.

THERE’S MORE than just luck 
involved in producing a winning cow 
in the show-ring. That’s the opinion of 
Richard Staner, farm manager for 
Crumdale Farm, where Guernseys have 
been raised for quite awhile. Under the 
ownership of Mrs. Percy C. Madeira, 
the farm has wracked up quite an 
impressive collection of trophies and 
ribbons. 


“You have to work to better your 
herd,” Staner stressed. ““You can mate 
a cow with careful consideration, but 
you can’t predict exactly what the 
cow will throw. It takes a lot of time 
and effort to develop a good cow.” 

And a good cow to Staner is one 
that not only looks good but milks 
good! That’s why he believes that a 
good cow will make money for its 
owner. 

There are 90 head at Crumdale 
Farm, all Guernseys, with about 50 
milking at the moment. Staner calls 
the herd, “both a production and 
show herd,” telling in his own way “if 
you can stand to look at her, she 
ought to milk.” The cattle are fed a 
commercial grain, beet pulp, and the 
farm’s own alfalfa and grass hay, as 
well as a little home-farmed com 
silage. 

Staner, who has been farm manager 
for 10 years, is quick to praise his

winning cows for this season. At the 
Maryland State Fair, Crumdale Farm 
had the senior champion and the grand 
champion, the first place three-year- 
old and four-year-old, and second 
place two-year-old. They also won all 
the group classes. At the Pennsylvania 
All-American Dairy Show they were 
premier exhibitor and premier breeder. 
They had the reserve senior champion 
and the reserve grand champion of the 
show, and placed second in the four- 
year-old class, and the three- and 
four-year-old dry cow class. They won 
all:the group classes but one, and they 
placed second in. that. They also had 
successes on the local show circuit. 

Part of the reason for this year’s 
success is Kelsos Corporals Susanna, a 
three-year-old featured in their adver- 
tisement in this issue. Like all of the 
cows at Crumdale, she was home 
raised. Her sire is Kelsos Corporals 
Captain, and her dam, Kelsos Falcons 
Susan classified Excellent. On a 
367-2x DHI record the three-year-old 
produced 11,763M and 537F. 

When looking for a show prospect, 
Staner eyes the cow for dairy charac- 
ter, a straight topline, an animal that 
stands good on her legs. He likes to see 
a good head and neck as well as a 
generally good-bodied animal. 

Looking to the future with the 
Guernsey breed, Staner believes that 


the breed is strong, with more demand 
showing for the Guernsey cow. He sees 
Guernseys as more economical cows, 
and told that he was raised on a 
Guernsey farm as a boy. He called the 
milk flavorful and colorful. He thinks 
that the value of milk should be told 
to “city people,” that the point should 
be brought across to them that they 
need to drink milk for its healthful 
benefits. 

The heifers raised at Crumdale Farm 
are replacements. Staner told that they 
had a good run of heifers this year; in 
July, 15 of the 20 calves born were 
heifers. The calves are weaned off milk 
at 60 days of age, tied up, and broken 
to lead. 

Speaking to Mrs. P.C. (Eugenia) 
Madeira, owner of the farm, she told 


how she and her husband had bought 
the place in 1926 and had been there 
ever since. Her own involvement with 
dairy cattle started when she was a 
girl. Her mother had dairy cattle, so 
she had been involved with Guernseys 
since then. She praised Staner, telling

of his work and management with the 
herd. 

DHIR herd lactation in 1978 aver- 
aged 12,400M and S558F on 44 head. 
Mid-year DHIR 1979 report shows 
12,770M and 588F on 15 cows. Staner 
told that he had bred two cows with a 
20,000-pound record at Crumdale 
Farm, In his 10 years, four Excellent 
cows have also been bred. Crumdale’s 
breeding program includes both AI 
and natural services, 


Editor’s Note: On the same day this 
story was selected from Farmshine’s 
paper as a feature for the November 
issue, we received a sad phone call 
from Crumdale Farm Manager Richard 
Staner that Mrs, P. C. Madeira passed 
away on October 13. We felt that this 
story reflected this lady’s fortitude in 
owning Guernseys. She was over 80 
years old, Her determination sets an 
example for all Guernsey breeders to 
strive towards, And Mr. Staner stated 
that, presently, Crumdale Farm will 
continue,

USDA—DHIA Cow Indexes have been calculated for over 
15 years. Yet many persons still do not really understand 
what they are and what they mean. The Cow Index is an 
estimate of the genetic transmitting ability for production. 
That is, the Cow Index for milk (CIM) or fat (CIF) is the 
expected additional yield from daughters of the cow over 
daughters by the same sire and a zero CIM/CIF dam. A zero 
CIM/CIF is the average for cows in about 1968. Cow 
Indexes are calculated by combining information from 
records on the cow herself with the information on her

2) What will be referred to as the cow’s deviation is technically the 
average Modified Contemporary Deviation (MCD) computed from 
her production, modified contemporaries production, and merit of 
sires of modified contemporaries,

sire’s daughters. The CIM and CIF are calculated from the 
cow’s average production deviation2 and her sire’s Pre- 
dicted Difference (PD), combined based on how much each 
tells us about the genetics of the cow. Some examples of 
the weight (w) for the cow’s deviation are in table 1. The 
sire’s PD gets a weight of (1-w). Two points are obvious 
from the table. The more records on the cow, the more 
weight she gets. The higher the Repeatability for her sire, 
the more weight goes to his PD. Then the Cow Index for 
milk or fat is calculated as 


Cow Index = .5 [w x cow’s deviation + (1 - w) sire’s PD]. 
The .5 puts the Cow Index in terms of transmitting ability, 
the same as PD. The Repeatability for the Cow Index is 
computed from the amount of information on the cow and 
the Repeatability for the sire. Repeatability for the Cow 
Index is a measure of accuracy, similar to the Repeatability 
for a bull’s PD but it cannot get nearly as high. Example 
values are in table 2.

Could we see an example of the computations? 

Let’s apply this formula to an actual Guernsey cow on 
the Summer 1979 Elite list. Olympic View B Maverick, 
+1147 PD milk and 90% Repeatability, is the sire. The cow, 
Audrey, had two 305—day records with an average devia- 
tion of +7149. Remember that the weights and Repeatabili- 
ties obtained from tables 1 and 2 are only approximate. 
The computer considers days in milk for the cow, number 
of modified contemporaries and their days in milk, as well 
as the number and average Repeatability for sires of the 
modified contemporaries. From table 1 we extract a w of 
.21. Then the approximate CIM = .5 [.21 x 7149) + (.79 x 
1147)] = +1204. From table 2, we find a Repeatability of 
39%. The Elite List shows +1209 and 39% so our 


approximations are quite good and the formulas are 
demonstrated. 


What does a CIM mean, say one of +1200? 

The interpretation is the same as for a PD. That is, the 
cow’s transmitting ability is 1200 pounds of milk higher 
than that of an average cow by an average sire 11 or 12 
years ago. But that’s not what is important. The key point 
is how it relates to CIM’s for other cows. AI studs look for 
the top CIM’s whether they are at +1000, +2000, or +3000 
pounds. The important thing with Cow Indexes, as with 
PD’s is that they allow ranking of animals and determina- 
tion of differences between estimated genetic merit. We 
estimate that daughters of a +1200-pound cow would 
produce 600 pounds more milk per lactation than would 
daughters of a +600 pound CIM cow and by the same sire. 


Why is the weighting on sire information so high in relation 
to the cow herself? 

Remember that the cow has a limited number of records 
while her sire may have hundreds or even thousands of 
daughters (paternal sisters to the cow we’re evaluating). 
Would you put much faith in a PD based on only one 
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daughter? Of course not, so let’s not get too excited about 
the cow’s own yield on 9 or 10 test days when estimating 
her genetic merit. Also remember that the cow’s deviation 
has a much larger range than the sire’s PD has. The 
increased variation for the cow’s deviation means that her 
impact on the Cow Index is greater than the weights in 
table 1 indicate. The relative emphasis in table 3 more 
accurately compares the effect of the cow’s deviation and 
her sire’s PD on her Cow Index. The cow influences the 
Cow Index more than does the sire except where the cow 
has only one record and the sire’s Repeatability is high.

Why does a 15,000-pound cow by TOP HORNET have a 
higher CIM than a 20,000-pound cow by CHAMPION? 

At least two factors are operating here. One is the 
difference, 1368 pounds, between the two sire PD’s (+1273 
versus -95). With each cow having three records, the sire 
contribution to CIM would be higher for the Top Hornet 
daughter by .5 (.77 x 1368) or about 527 pounds (using w 
= .23). However, if both cows are in the same herd and have 
the same herdmates, the CIM of the Champion daughter 
would be slightly higher (by about 48 pounds). In other 
words, about 5000 pounds more deviation is required to 
overcome the difference in sires. Realize too that unless 
both cows are in the same herd, the 5000-pound difference 
in production should not lead one to expect a 5000-pound 
difference in their deviations. In fact, if the cows are in 
different herds, the deviation for the 15,000-pound cow 
might actually be the higher. Unless we know how other 
cows milked under the same environment, all we know is 
that the environment was probably good for both. Which 
cow do you think is likely to be genetically superior — a 
20,000-pound cow in an 18,000-pound herd or a 
15 — cow in an 8,000-pound herd? I would prefer 
the latter. 


Why isn’t my cow indexed? 

If your cow had a current record or the sire was 
summarized and the record was not eliminated from the 
sire summary system because of identification errors (such 
as sire ID) or conflicts with other records, chances are good 
that she was indexed. An important point, especially for 
two-year olds, is the lead time necessary for a record in 
progress to be usable for cow or sire evaluation. A record 
must have been at least 40 days in length as of the test day 
before the centers forwarded records to us. Then it takes 
two months to compute the sire PD’s, the Cow Indexes, 
and to distribute the results. My rule of thumb is that a 
calving on September 1 has about a 50:50 chance of being 
used in the Winter run. Calvings later than that are 
increasingly less likely to be included. For the Summer run, 
I use March 1. All Cow Indexes for registered and grade 
cows calving wichin 2 years of each sire summary are sent 
on computer tape to Dairy Records Processing Centers 
wanting them, and Cow Indexes for registered cows are sent 
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to your national breed office. Some Centers and state 
extension offices also distribute indexes to herds. 


O.K. But what I really meant was why wasn’t she on the 
“2% list?” 

The “2% list” was eliminated a decade ago, but the 
terminology lingers on. The top cows now appear on what 
we call an “Elite List.” For Holsteins, the list contains 
about 3% of the top registered cows and for Guernseys, 
about 6%. To be eligible for the Elite List, a cow must be 
registered, have calved within the last 2 years, and have a 
termination code on her latest record indicating that she 
may be alive. In order to improve confidence in the Cow 
Index, cows must have an average of at least three modified 
contemporaries across lactations and, if only one record is 
available, at least 150 days in milk. Cows meeting these 
requirements are eligible for further screening to select the 
Elite cows. 


How much milk and fat production are required for a cow 
to make the Elite list? 

Ideally, the list should contain cows with the highest 
genetic merit, not just the highest production. But we 
realize that little use would be made of the information on 
cows with less than average production, regardless of 
estimated genetic merit. Therefore, Guernsey cows are 
required to have a standardized (2X, 305—day, MLE.) 
average of 11,000 pounds of milk and 470 pounds of fat 
and to be 1,000 pounds of milk above modified contempo- 
raries. This is pretty much “‘window dressing.’ The bulk of 
the selection is on Cow Index for dollars (CI$). CI$ 
combines CIM and CIF into an economic index; national 
milk prices from the previous year are used. New prices will 
be used in the winter 1980 run, however the 1979 formula 
was CI$ = ($.0592 x CIM) + ($1.28 x CIF). For the 
Summer 1979 Elite List, $67 was required, and 2,608 
Guernseys were on the list. 


How do you recommend that Cow Indexes be used? 

Their primary use is as a screening tool to identify cows 
potentially usable as dams of sires. I use the terms “screen” 
and “potential” to suggest that one should seek to know 
the conditions under which the records were made in 
addition to knowing the Cow Index. Some marvelous things 
have been known to happen to individual animals. Special 
treatment for certain cows is rewarded by publicity of 
lactation records such as recognition for class leaders. 
Pampering may be good for business and is neither illegal 
nor immoral — but it surely can interfere with valid genetic 
evaluations. 

We could increase genetic progress for production if 
dairymen used the Cow Index as the basis for voluntary 
culling. But we’re realistic. We know that the current level 
of production, reproductive status, anticipated freshening 
in relation to base period, and other considerations will 
likely take precedence because of the short-term economics 
of the situation. 


What are the prospects for adding relatives to the Cow 
Index in addition to the paternal sisters? 

The outlook is rather favorable. Two approaches are 
being investigated. In the past, the decision not to use other 
relatives has been based on the cost of achieving relatively 
small increases in accuracy. A recently reported computing 
technique may allow us to inexpensively add information 
from the dam and maternal grandsire. Another approach 
would use all female relationships, but only within the 
herd. Both approaches should increase accuracy and accept- 
ability and are being studied and compared. 

The genetic evaluation of cows is receiving increased 
attention from both dairymen and scientists. We have every 
reason to believe that the accuracy, availability, and use of 
Cow Indexes will continue to rise.

EVERYBODY NEEDS MILK 


Milk Advertising 
Complaint Dismissed 


AFTER A five-year legal battle, a 
Federal Trade Commission (FTC) 
complaint against the California Milk 
Producers Advisory Board and its ad- 
vertising agency, Cunningham & 
Walsh, was dismissed by the FTC’s 
Chief Administrative Law Judge, Dan- 
iel H. Hanscom. In his 141 page 
decision, Judge Hanscom said, in part, 
that removing milk from the American 
diet would “cause a nutritional disas- 
ter.” 

In ruling that the advertising theme 
“Everybody Needs Milk” did not vio- 
late consumer protection laws, Hans- 
com delivered this strong endorsement 
for milk: “Milk is one of the most 
nutritious foods in the nation’s diet, 
and from the standpoint of the popu- 
lation as a whole, or even significant 
groups, is literally ‘essential, necessary 
and needed.’ ” 

An important factor in the case was 
the FTC’s complaint that “The con- 
sumption of milk is detrimental to 
individuals with health problems such 
as certain allergies, and symptomatic 
lactose intolerance.” The testimony of 
Doctors Michael C. Latham of Cornell 
University and Nevin S. Scrimshaw of 


the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology (both of whom have done 
important research on the lactose in- 
tolerance problem with grant-in-aid 
support from National Dairy Council) 
is considered by industry officials to 
have been instrumental in setting the 
record straight. 

A report on the decision on the 
Sacramento Bee (Aug. 18, ’79) said, in 
part: “Hanscom said it would be unrea- 
sonable to condemn the advertising 
because of a tiny fraction of allergic 
people. As for individuals suffering 
from ‘symptomatic lactose intoler- 
ance,’ the judge said the weight of 
scientific evidence indicates that even 
they may benefit from moderate milk 
consumption. Within this group, peo- 
ple who actually experience adverse 
symptoms of any significance consti- 
tute fewer that one percent of the 
population, and the symptoms are ‘not 
health threatening,’ he added.” 

The judge also noted that the adver- 
tising, “except for that with respect to 
large or unlimited quantities (of milk), 
conveyed the same representations as 
contained in the dietary advice and 
recommendations disseminated over 
decades by the Federal government 
itself through the Department of Agri- 
culture and other federal agencies and 
through a host of state, local and 
private agencies and organizations, 
upon the prompting of the Federal 
government or following its example. 
This advice to the public was perva- 
sive, commencing in early grades for 
school children and extending into a 
whole variety of activities where ad- 
vice could be given to the nation’s 
public on proper eating habits.”

lic of China. The Chinese were visiting 
a number of farms and dairy-related 
businesses near ABS’s headquarters, 
De Forest, Wis., to get a firsthand look 
at dairy practices in the state. The 
group was mainly from the Red Star 
Commune, near Peking. Twenty-two 
hundred cows are milked there, with 
most of the work being done by hand. 
Nearly all of the dairy cows in China 
are bred artificially and the delegation 
was interested in getting more ideas on 
how to maximize production.

In our preceding articles we talked 
about the characteristics, attitudes 
and objectives of the successful dairy 
farmer of tomorrow. We have covered 
estate planning and outlined impor- 
tant guidelines for financial planning 
and farm business organization. Now 
we're going to talk about real growth. 

We are going to talk about build- 
ing a dairy farm production com- 
pany. This company will, at some 
time in the future, have shares of 
stock publicly traded. It will be an 
organization you will put together, 
retire from, and live off its dividends 
as the dairy company continues to 
earn for you after you leave. 

Agriculture has become an indus- 
try of manufacture, requiring indus- 
trial management practices and man- 
agers capable of thinking like indus- 
trialists. Agriculture’s productive re- 
sources are moving into the hands of 
progressively stronger, more com- 
petent managers. These managers 
will be organizations rather than 
individuals in the future. 

There is no reason to believe that 
the dairy farmer who begins now to 
make the transition from an indi- 
vidual to an organizational structure 
cannot enjoy growth without limit 
for many years into the future. If he 
fails to make this transition, I believe 
he will find survival increasingly dif- 
ficult as time goes by. 

You will make this transition be- 
cause it is the only way you can build 
a firm where the earning power is in 
the organization and not in youasan 
individual. It is the only way you can

build something which, when you 
retire, will be worth more than your 
machinery will bring over the auction 
block, or your land in the real estate 
sale or rental market. 

How do you go about it? You 
begin by realizing you have four 
major problems to overcome. 

(1) BROADENING YOUR EQUI- 
TY BASE. The kind of growth we’re 
talking about can’t be financed by 
debt alone. You will need financial 
partners who, if they share the risks, 
are entitled to a share in the profits 
and a say in the way things are 
managed. 

If you are willing to let others share 
in your business, there are an un- 
limited number of ways to raise equity 
capital. You can incorporate and sell 
a few shares to some of your admir- 
ers. Youcan find a well-heeled backer 
who believes in you. You can break 
your operation up into production 
units and sell participations in them, 
as they do with oil wells.

Dairy Preventive Medicine 
By Steve Smalley, V.M.D. 


I HAVE BEEN asked to discuss the 
role of the veterinarian on large 
dairies. First, a little about me and the 
area in which I practice. I practiced for 
two years in New Hampshire and one 
year in Wisconsin before coming to 
Arizona in 1974. We have a two-man 
practice dealing with about 50 dairies 
ranging in size from 100 to over 1,000 
cows with the average being about 400 
head. My role involves a program of 
preventive medicine with goals set for 
performance in each of several areas 
from fresh cows to conception to 
raising replacements. It is necessary to 
keep accurate records so that progress 
toward these goals can be measured. 


Repro Program 

The first area of concentration is 
the reproductive program. Cows are 
examined monthly to determine the 
status of the uterus before breeding. A 
program is outlined for treatment of 
retained placenta for the herdsman to 
follow with a follow-up program for 
treatment of uterus infection. The 
corrals are walked daily to detect heat, 
and cows with abnormal discharge are 
treated as necessary. They are exam- 
ined for pregnancy 30-60 days after 
breeding with a recheck 30 days later. 
Cows with three or more services are 
examined to determine if there is a 
problem requiring treatment. All cows 
are infused with an antibiotic 24 hours 
after breeding on the third service. 
Most dairies put these “problem cows” 
with the bull so time is not spent on 
heat detection. These animals should 
only represent 10 percent of the cows 
in the herd — or there is a problem in 
either management or disease control. 
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We have set up monitoring systems 
to measure reproductive performance 
monthly. Some owners carry a list of 
cows to be bred marked with my 
predicted heat dates. More commonly, 
we use a 24-day trial which consists of 
a list of all cows fresh long enough to 
be bred. The goal is to catch 90 
percent of those cows in heat in the 
next 24 days, providing an incentive to 
the heat detector and monitor of 
performance. Most herds can accom- 
plish this goal regularly. Next goal is to 
have 85 percent of the cows in the AI 
pen pregnant when they are examined 
30-60 days after breeding. This is a 
monitor of heat detection after breed- 
ing and an area of real economic 
importance. We also calculate first 
service conception monthly for each 
technician. When performance is down 
in any of these areas, we spend time 
with the person responsible for im- 
proving breeding technique and heat 
detection. 


Several types of heat detection aids 
are used in this area, such as K-mars, 
daily tailhead stripping with chalk, and 
marker bulls. Many dairies use daily 
tailhead marking as an aid to visual 
observation of heat. K-mars are gener- 
ally left to identify cows that are fresh 
more than 70 days and have not been 
seen in heat. This way they identify an 
individual and she can be watched 
closely. Marker bulls are rarely used as 
there seems to be great difficulty in 
interpreting their markings. 

Remember . . Visual observation is 
of great importance for timing of 
breeding to be accurate. Standing heat 
should be observed. When too much 
dependence is put upon aids, concep- 
tion will suffer severely. 

Ninety percent of all cows will cycle 
every 18-24 days and remain in heat 
for 6-18 hours. The majority of activ- 
ity occurs between 10 p.m. and 4 a.m. 


Several of our clients use a night man 
to observe heat, while doing other 
chores around the dairy. This has 
resulted in a vast improvement in heat 
detection. The human factor is the 
first place to look when there appears 
to be “breeding problems.” 
Performance can be checked on bull 
breeding as well. First, the bulls can be 
examined for fertility. As many as 30 
percent will be less than satisfactory. 
Second, bulls are vaccinated for vibrio 
(a venereal disease), preventing them 
from transmitting the disease. An ef- 
fort is made to purchase only virgin 
bulls to minimize the chance of in- 
fecting the herd with trichomoniasis. 
Third, calculating the percentage of 
the herd open over 100 days is a good 
monitor of the status of reproductive 
performance in these herds. 


Mastitis Control 

The next area of attack is mastitis 
control. Monthly tank samples are 
monitored for mycoplasma and masti- 
tis causing bacteria. Mastitis cows can 
be cultured to see the type of organ- 
isms involved, and the antibiotic to be 
used. A regimented treatment program 
is outlined for the herdsman including 
the use of commercial intramammary 
treatment, systemic treatment and 
treatment of all dry cows at dry-off 
with an approved dry cow preparation. 
The milking system should be ana- 
lyzed on a regular basis in order to 
catch mechanical problems early. The 
monitors for this area are CMT percen- 
tage checked monthly, somatic cell 
count, percent of herd being treated 
for mastitis, and pathogenic bacteria 
found in milk in the tank. 


Vaccinations 

A vaccination program is outlined 
with proper timing and quality of 
vaccine of primary importance. We 
vaccinate for IBR, BVD, PI3, Lepto 
(five strains) and brucellosis in most 
herds. We add salmonella, clostridial 
vaccines, vibrio vaccines (cows and 
bulls), calf scour vaccines and auto- 
genous vaccines where they are indi- 
cated. We consider vaccinations cheap 
insurance in protecting and preventing 
infectious disease losses. A good vac- 
cination program is necessary to mini- 
mize the number of abortions, maxi- 
mize fertility, and protect against an 
outbreak of an infectious disease. 


Herd Replacements 
The replacement program is of ex- 
treme importance because this is 
where the future of the herd is made. 
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The program starts with vaccination 
and proper nutrition of the dry cow so 
the calf is born healthy and the colo- 
strum has maximum levels of anti- 
bodies. All calves get one gallon of 
colostrum in two divided doses within 
12-16 hours of birth. The navel is 
iodined and any necessary vaccinations 
are given. Housing for the calf should 
allow no calf-to-calf contact and mini- 
mize labor for feeding and cleaning. A 
treatment program is outlined with 
oral electrolytes and antibiotics used 
when necessary. Post mortem should 
be performed to determine the cause 
of mortality problems. Goals are set 
for mortality, weaning age and daily 
rate of gain to breeding. 


Communications with 
Personnel 

No matter how hard we try there 
will always be sick cows. To help 
facilitate rapid and proper treatment 
the herdsman is taught how to do a 
physical examination. A_ treatment 
program is outlined for the more 
common problems such as hardware, 
metritis and mastitis, which helps im- 
prove the success rate for treatment. 
We perform surgery on displaced abo- 
masums, etc., but often the diagnosis 
is made before we arrive. Post mor- 
tems are done on occasion when the 
cause of death is in question, and 
changes in programs can be made from 
this information. 

The herdsman is definitely a key 
man in the success of a veterinarian on 
larger dairies. He can be considered a 
paramedic and an extension of the 
veterinarian’s hands and eyes. For ex- 
ample, a program is outlined for masti- 
tis treatment wherein systemic treat- 
ment is given and changes are made 
based on the herdsman’s observations 
of condition of the udder and temper- 
ature. This information is monitored 
daily and well programmed so the 
herdsman can make the decision on 
when to change antibiotics and which 
ones to use. Without good rapport and 
communication between the herdsman 
and veterinarian in all the previously 
discussed areas, progress is limited. We 
spend a lot of time training these 
people. 

A montly meeting is held with dairy 
personnel to discuss progress and prob- 
lems that have arisen. It is important 
to keep personnel informed, compli- 
ment them on the progress they are 
making, or point out areas where 
improvement is necessary. We also 
send out a short monthly newsletter 
concerning an area of interest to every- 
one, or new information that may be 
available. Communication is an impor- 
tant key to success.

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$$$ One Billion Lost 


“AMERICAN agriculture’s single 
most expensive disease—a disease that 
robs the producer of $1 billion of his 
potential income—is not being ade- 
quately controlled,” claims Dr. John 
McDonald, veterinarian from USDA’s 
National Animal Disease Laboratory at 
Ames, Iowa. Dr. McDonald points a 
finger at producers, veterinarians and 
dairy equipment manufacturers. An 
effective control program for mastitis, 
bacterial infection of the cow’s udder, 
could cut those losses to only a fifth 
of the present loss. 

As it is, the average United States 
dairyman is losing from $100 to $150 
per cow per year in net profit from 
sub-clinical mastitis. An effective con- 
trol program, according to Dr. McDon- 
ald, would probably cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $10 to $15 per cow and 
certainly not more than $25. This 
would cut those losses to about $25 
per cow. 

The average dairyman simply 
doesn’t realize how much he is losing 
due to mastitis. “He could sell his poor 
quality milk in the past and didn’t 
have to worry about it, but new 
federal regulations could put that kind 
of operator out of business soon. In 
addition, drug and veterinary fees have 
been at reasonably low costs, so today 
the dairyman has probably been more 
concerned over possible antibiotic resi- 
dues in milk and meat than over 
mastitis,” he mentioned. 

As for the veterinarian, he empha- 
sized, “Most veterinary schools today 
don’t have a strong mastitis control 
program in their teaching curriculum. I 
can’t tell you why they don’t. Perhaps 
dairymen need a crusade on this.” 
Some of the problems he listed in- 
cluded a lack of knowledge of the 
workings of milking equipment and 
lack of enough clients to build a 
practice in the dairy field. 

The third factor, which Dr. McDon- 
ald felt would be the easiest to rem- 
edy, was the milking machine. The 
animal health worker noted, “We are 
accumulating a lot of evidence to show 
that the improperly operating milking 
machine is an important part of new 
infection. The milking machine does 
two things that determine the mastitis 
level of your dairy herd; it transfers 
microorganisms and it injures the 
teat.” When the milking machine infla- 
tion begins to dilate below the teat 
end, there is a reversal of milk flow in 
the bottom part of the inflation. This 
causes the milk flow to reverse and 
offers the opportunity for contamin- 
ated milk to hit the teat end with

considerable force, acting almost like a 
hypodermic needle. 

A vacuum that is set too high or a 
pulsator ratio that is too wide can also 
injure the teat end. So can over- 
milking. Teats should be filled with 
milk and become turgid before the 
machine goes on. The transfer of 
disease organisms between cows or 
from one gland to another by the 
milking machine is responsible for 40 
percent of the new infections. 

Dr. McDonald urged that the pro- 
ducer can probably do the most to 
controi mastitis. New infections could 
be decreased by over 50 percent and 
perhaps by as high as 80 percent by 
teat dipping with a disinfectant after 
every milking of every lactation of 
every cow. Another method of control 
is by culling the cows that are chroni- 
cally infected. Dairymen can also elim- 
inate up to 90 percent of the mastitis 
infection during the dry period by dry 
cow treatment with an antibiotic, 
usually three treatments at 12- to 
24-hour intervals. 

The second most important stage of 
control for the dairyman would be 
control of the microorganisms them- 
selves. Three main organisms that 
cause udder disease include Strep aga- 
lactiae, Staph aureus and the coli- 
forms, including E. Coli and Klepsiella. 
Main source of the streps and the 
staphs are the other infected cows, 
especially in the older cows. The re- 
productive and digestive tracts harbor 
the streps. Manure can harbor E. Coli 
and Strep uberus. If the dairyman has 
a Klepsiella problem in his herd, he 
should probably look at the sawdust 
or the wood shavings he is using as 
bedding material as a problem source. 
Contaminated water can be a source of 
pseudomonous. 


No more than five percent of the 
staph and strep originated mastitis 
infections in a dairy herd can be 
spontaneously removed by the cow, 
that is, removed by the cow’s built-in 
healing mechanisms. Studies show that 
seven percent of the cows have half of 
the mastitis. “The point I make is that 
if you elminiated those cows that have 
a lot of mastitis, you could reduce 
your problem, but you couldn’t do it 
by culling alone.”

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Highlights of the 33rd 
Annual NAAB Convention 


THE 33RD ANNUAL Convention 
of the National Association of Animal 
Breeders was held August 21-24, in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. Convention 
hosts, Minnesota Valley Breeders Asso- 
ciation of New Prague, Minn., and 
Midwest Breeders Cooperative of Sha- 
wano, Wis., with Co-Chairmen Sterling 
Gillingham and Thomas Lyon designed 
a most enjoyable and fun packed 
program, 

Attendance climbed over 490 per- 
sons with 30 NAAB member and three 
Canadian associate member A. I. busi- 
nesses represented. In attendance were 
representatives of 39 United States 
and Canadian organizations, com- 
panies and universities. Fourteen A. I. 
equipment manufacturers and sup- 
pliers displayed products for A. I. 
industry personnel. 

Dr. William Hueg, Jr. of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota welcomed everyone 
at the opening general session. The 
keynote address, “Major Issues Facing 
Agriculture and the U. S. Economy,” 
was delivered by Ralph Hofstad, presi- 
dent of Land O Lakes. 

In his president’s address, NAAB 
President Dr. Wallace E. Erickson re- 
viewed the activities of the NAAB 
Board of Directors, committees and 
staff and the progress of the Associa- 
tion during the 1978-79 fiscal year. In 
the executive vice-president’s report, 
William Durfey presented semen sales 
statistics over the past year and the 
first six months of 1979. Domestic 
sales of dairy semen totalled nearly 12 
million units during 1978, up about 
951,000 units over 1977. International 
sales of dairy semen totalled close to 2 
million units, with a dollar value of 
$10,442,087. Dairy semen custom fro- 
zen in 1977, as compared to 1978, has 
increased about 2.4 percent overall. 
Based on preliminary reports for the 
first six months of 1979, domestic 
dairy sales are up 6.6 percent com- 
pared to the same period during 1978. 
International sales of dairy semen are 
up 7.7 percent and custom freezing of 
dairy semen is down 18 percent. 

The 1979 Research Award recipi- 
ent, Dr. Robert Everett of Cornell 
University, was presented an engraved 
plaque and check in the amount of 
$1,000. Dr. Everett then addressed the 
delegated body presenting over-views 
of his research. Among Dr. Everett’s 
most important specific contributions 
to the breeding industry are: 1) The 
Northeast DHIA Records Program; 2) 
The NE DHIA Sire Comparison; 3) 
Semen Costs; and 4) Economics of 
Dairy Cattle Breeding. 
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Charles J. Krumm received the first 
NAAB Distinguished Service Award. 
President Erickson noted Krumm’s sig- 
nificant contributions to the further- 
ance of the A. I. industry. “He has 
been a ‘people leader’ and a ‘creator of 
change’ rather than a reactor to 
change.” Mr. Krumm was General 
Manager of Eastern AI Coop until 
August 1, 1979, at which time he 
assumed responsibility for the Coop’s 
sales outside its member area. 

In action taken by the delegate 


body, Albert Fox, New York, and’ 


Kenneth Young, Wisconsin were re- 
elected to serve second terms on the 
NAAB Board of Directors, and Gerald 
Larson, General Manager of Tri-State 
Breeders Cooperative, Baraboo, Wis., 
was newly elected to the Board.

Cull Cow Check List

A COW normally produces about 
one-half of her total 305-day milk 
production in the first 130 days fol- 
lowing calving. Cows that have been in 
production more than five months are 
approaching that stage of their lacta- 
tion to be evaluated and see if they are 
paying their way. The time to cull a 
dairy cow is just before she begins to 
lose money for you. 

The State DHIA summaries show 
that about one-third of the cows leave 
the herd each year. Cows leave the 
herd for voluntary and involuntary 
culling reasons. Volunteer is evaluating 
the cows carefully and selling those 
that are not making a profit. Good 
records are essential for proper culling 
and the following check list is recom- 
mended to see how each cow ranks in 
the categories. Then a valid decision 
can be made. 

1. Is her production 20 percent 
below herd average? This is referred to 
as relative value on the DHIA records 
program. Each cow is compared to the 
herd average for all cows. 

2. Is she an old cow? 

3. Does she have a record of milk 
fever? 

4. Does she have a record of masti- 
tis? This is a very important factor. 

5. Does she have a record of breed- 
ing trouble? Is she open now? 

6. Is she a hard milker? 

7. Does she have 
calving? 

8. Is she freshening at the wrong 
time of year? 

9. Is she in good condition? 

10. Is the price of beef good? It’s 
never been better. 

11. Does she have a good disposi- 
tion? If you have an ornery cow that 
isn’t good in other things, this is the 
time to get rid of the kicker. 

12. Will she have a long non-produc- 
tive dry period? 

Consider each cow as a potential 
cull. Figure when she should be sold, 
based on her income level, tax consid- 
erations, and other factors you must 


consider in making a decision.

The new screening requirements effective with October 1978 registrations for a Young Sire to appear in this list are: (a) he has a 
minimum pedigree index of +500 pounds of milk (3 his sire has a minimum PD of +600 milk or +60$ (c) his maternal grandsire has a 


minimum PD of +400 milk or +40$ (d) his dam’s U; 


‘DA Cow Index must be +400 milk or more (e) if a USDA Sire Summary or Cow Index 


is not available, a pedigree index value for that animal will be used for those requirements. " 

Below is listed. the (1 ) young sire’s name and registration number; (2) birth date; (3) Pedigree Index (PI) and/or Genetic Index (GI) for 
Milk, Fat and Dollars; (4) name and address of original owner; (5) name of sire and summary; (6) name of dam and what information is 
available in the Club’s files; (7) name of maternal grandsire and summary. 

This list is intended merely for identffication through basic information to aid interested parties and owners to communicate if desired. 
No attempt has been made to determine if the young sire is alive or still owned by the original owner. Interested parties should contact the 


listed owner for more specific information.

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Effects of Premilking Udder Preparation on Milk Quality. Four treatments were recorded in a Louisiana research paper: 


(1) automatic wetting with manual cleaning and drying of udder and teats prior to machine attachment; 
(2) automatic wetting with manual cleaning of udder and teats and only teats dried; 

(3) automatic wetting with manual cleaning of udder and teats and air drying of udder for five minutes; 
(4) automatic wetting of teats and manual cleaning and drying of teats only. 


A higher number of coliform and soil related organisms resulted in the composite milk samples of treatment 2. This 
indicates that the degree of wetness of the udder at milking does affect milk quality.

MT or CMT. These abbreviations stand for mastitis test or California mastitis test. The test, a measure of leucocytes, 
white blood cells in the milk, is usually conducted at the dairy on a composite milk sample and recorded on the barn 
sheet. A herd sub-clinical mastitis profile can be established using monthly MT or CMT results. Some DHI testing 
laboratories are equipped to conduct MT on samples collected for butterfat. Check with your labs for this dollar difference 
service. 


Milk Hose Length. Excessive milk hose length can influence the accuracy of milk measuring devices. In low line systems, 


be sure the milk hose is above the milk pipeline. This is important everyday, not just on test day. L-O-N-G hoses can result 
in unstable teat-end vacuum.

Free Stalls. Dairy farmers with sharp management practices can get top milk production with free stall barns and 
milking parlors. Four management practices are essential to get good production in free stall units, University of Minnesota 
dairy specialists say: (1) Dry treat cows with a recommended antibiotic, (2) Dip teats after milking with a recommended 
disinfectant, (3) Feed dry cows a separate and balanced ration, (4) Separate the milking cows into two and preferably 


three milking groups.

NMPF Petitions FDA THE FEDERATION recently filed two petitions with the Food and Drug 

on Imitations and Administration (FDA) opposing the agency’s efforts to permit so-called 

Substitutes imitation and substitute dairy products to capitalize on the goodwill and 
consumer acceptance of milk and traditional dairy products. One petition seeks 
to revoke the nutritional equivalency approach. This provision of current FDA 
food labeling policy permits a food which purports to resemble milk, cream or a 
traditional cheese to be labeled as a “substitute” if that food meets certain 
nutritional requirements. The “nutritional equivalency” concept has been used 
by FDA to promulgate specific standards of identity for substitute for milk, 
cream and cheese. © 

The second NMPF petition seeks a major change in FDA policy toward the 
labeling of “imitation” foods made to resemble any milk product. The petition 
not only seeks withdrawal of current FDA proposals, but also seeks to create a 
new basis of regulation for labeling of such products. The NMPF-suggested 
approach would require manufacturers of fabricated substitutes which resemble 
traditional dairy products to use a separate and distinct name for their products. 
This name could in no way resemble labels for identities of real milk or milk 
products. © 
The federation’s request carries examples of many confusing and misleading 

labels for substitutes and imitation dairy products currently on the market, 
demonstrating that FDA policy now contributes to deceptive and misleading 
labeling. NMPF seeks a simplified procedure for labeling of any food made in 
semblance of milk products; this would eliminate the vast array of deceptive 
labels currently in use. It is the intent of both NMPF petitions to develop a new 
framework for labeling substitutes and imitation foods. This new framework 
would implement the intent of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act — to require 
food labels which are not false or misleading.

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Breeding Efficiency Recommendations

LOW FERTILITY is widely recog- 
nized as one of the dairy manage- 
ment’s most costly and frustrating 
problems. Few dairymen need to be 
convinced of this. The problem has 
received a great deal of emphasis 
among research and extension groups 
and much information on the subject 
has been published—so much, in fact, 
that perhaps it has been difficult for 
dairy managers to tie all their informa- 
tion together for practical application. 
Perhaps a simple set of recommenda- 
tions without benefit of detailed ex- 
planation might emphasize the rigid 
discipline an effective breeding pro- 
gram requires. The recommendations 
following are offered with this objec- 
tive in mind. 


Identification. A good breeding pro- 
gram starts with a reliable identifica- 
tion system. No system is perfect— 
they all need “working at” to assure 
accurate identification. Accuracy will 
be improved with any system if the 
operator will make certain that num- 
bers are read and written correctly— 
when cows in heat are being segregated 
for service, for example. 

Breeding Records. A good breeding 
record system is indispensible and sev- 
eral good ones are available. Individual 
cow record cards should be posted 
daily. A pocket-sized notebook is help- 
ful to bring corral data to the office 
for posting. An information retrieval 
system should be developed to assure 
that what needs to be done will be 
done when it should be done. For 
breeding purposes, a cow’s permanent 
individual breeding record should in- 
clude her number, calving date, all 
heat and service dates, service sire, 
pregnancy diagnosis and date, dry 
date, abnormalities and date of occur- 
rence, and treatment. This information 
is helpful to you and your veteri- 
narian. 

Heat Detection. Heat detection fail- 
ure is one of the major problems 
involved in low fertility. Heat detec- 
tion demands concentration. This is 
not a task for just anyone; it requires a 
responsible person. Those responsible 
for heat detection should plan more 
than just a casual walk through the 
corrals or pasture; at least a half-hour 
should be spent on each lot of cattle. 
Dairymen who depend entirely on 
observation should check the herd at 
least twice daily, morning and evening. 
The early morning check is of critical 
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importance because of the number of 
cows that come in heat when not 
under surveillance during hours of 
darkness. 

Heat Detection Aids. In any case 
with visual observation, some cows in 
heat will be missed. Heat detection 
aids have proven to be very helpful, 
particularly with cows that come in 
heat when the herd is not under 
surveillance (during darkness primar- 
ily) and remain in heat only a short 
time. Heat mount detectors, and “‘tail 
chalking” are well-proven heat detec- 
tion aids. But remember, the effective- 
ness of heat detection aids will dimin- 
ish if surveillance is relaxed. 

Use Records Wisely. Good breeding 
records contain an abundance of infor- 
mation helpful in heat detection and 
breeding efficiency improvement. But 
the information they contain is worth- 
less if not utilized. Consult these rec- 
ords daily. 

Use DHIA Options Wisely. Most 
record centers processing DHIA rec- 
ords offer options helpful in breeding 
efficiency improvement. A list of 
“cows to be bred” can be secured so 
these cows can be given special empha- 
sis for heat detection. DHIA breeding 
data also can provide a good evalua- 
tion of breeding performance and re- 
productive status. If breeding data 
submitted to the record centers are 
not complete, however, this informa- 
tion can be very misleading. 


Sexually Active Groups. Don’t iso- 
late cows in heat. Cows showing sexu- 
ally active behavior usually band to- 
gether. Their activities are very helpful 
with heat detection and we need all 
the help we can get. Cows showing 
little sexual activity when in heat 
(silent heat) may be detected by other 
cows in heat and might be stimulated 
into visible action. Sexually active 
groups may also help improve the 
accuracy of heat detection—if you will 
take the time to note their activities. 

Heat Detection Accuracy. The ap- 
plication of the milk progesterone test 
in recent research has made it abun- 
dantly clear that too many cows are 
being bred that are not truly in heat. A 
cow not in heat, or recently in heat, is 
not likely to conceive. Watching sus- 
pects a bit longer, using heat detection 
aids, and observing sexually active 
groups can be helpful in improving 
heat detection accuracy. 

Semen Storage and Handling. The 
influence of semen storage and thaw- 


ing techniques on conception rates are 
two other factors currently under criti- 
cal observation. Frozen semen is very 
fragile. Storage tanks should be 
checked frequently for nitrogen level 
and semen should be retrieved as 
recommended to protect the balance 
of the semen in storage. Temperature 
fluctuations are rough on semen even 
if those temperatures remain within 
the “deep freeze” range. Although 
semen can be preserved for a long 
period, the routine raising and lower- 
ing of canes does not enhance its 
preservation. Avoid long storage peri- 
ods with tanks under constant use. 

Semen thawing is a delicate process. 
As thawing recommendations of the 
various A.I. organizations vary consid- 
erably because of the variation in 
freezing techniques, be sure to follow 
the recommendations of the organiza- 
tion that processed the semen and 
review them periodically. 

Insemination Technique. Don’t be 
an improvisor, follow standard insemi- 
nation techniques. Review your train- 
ing manual periodically to be sure you 
are not getting careless. Time the 
service as best you can to secure the 
maximum opportunity for conception. 
This assures that dairymen doing their 
own inseminating have availed them- 
selves of one of the training schools 
offered periodically. Do-it-yourself in- 
semination without benefit of such 
training is not likely to approach 
optimum efficiency. 

Herd Health Program. Institute a 
herd health program if you have not 
already done so. Repeat breeders 
(cows that require many services) pose 
still another problem of major conse- 
quence in herd fertility. Attempting to 
cure these problem cows has not re- 
sulted in many success stories; preven- 
tion offers more hope. The early post- 
partum check is important in prevent- 
ing cows that need treatment from 
becoming persistent problems. Treated 
cows should be checked subsequently 
to determine whether treatment was 
successful or whether further treat- 
ment is indicated. Routine pregnancy 
diagnosis can save cows and money. 
Herd health is a long story—consult 
your veterinarian. 

Maternity Pens. Clean, sanitary ma- 
ternity pens were originally advocated 
to give the newborn calf a headstart to 
good health. But there can be little 
doubt that cows that calve in a clean, 
dry, and quiet maternity pen are less 
likely to acquire uterine infections 
that those calving in a corral of dry 
manure in the summer or a quagmire 
in winter. 

Back-up Bulls. If natural service is 
used to back-up the A.I. program, use 
bulls that are not likely to hurt much

genetically. Dairymen seldom have a 
great excess of heifers. “Cow freshen- 
ers” could significantly reduce culling 
potential and retard genetic progress. 

The Energy Gap. Negative energy 
balance is thought by many to be a 
factor contributing to reduced fertil- 
ity. You may not be able to close this 
energy gap with high producing cows 
during peak lactation because such 
cows frequently respond to more feed 
with even higher production. But nar- 
rowing the energy gap as much as 
possible may provide the cow with a 
better chance to conceive—with more 
milk as a bonus.

THE NEW Tufts University School 
of Veterinary Medicine (TUSVM) 
opened October 2 in Boston, providing 
New England with its first such school 
in 32 years. The first class of 41 
students, including 16 women, was 
selected from nearly 500 applicants. 

The veterinary school is headed by 
Dean Albert M. Jonas, DVM, who 
came from Yale University where he 
had been a professor of comparative 
medicine and pathology; chairman of 
the comparative medicine section; and 
director of the division of animal care. 

The school has a four-year curricu- 
lum leading to a D.V.M. degree. Cur- 
riculum is based on the “one-medi- 
cine” concept, recognizing the inter- 
dependence of animal and man, who 
share more than 200 diseases and 
problems including rabies, equine en- 
cephalitis, glaucoma and diseases of 
the muscular system. Cost of educa- 
tion at the veterinary school is 
$15,000 per student.
